A, The Book of Genefis, being but a very fhore 
Epitome of the Hiftory of the World in the firft 
Ages of ir, it is fcarce to be exp:cted but that 
fome Difficulties and Obfcurities, may arife from 
that Brevity, with which Matters of Fact are re- 
lated, which yet, had ihe Caufes and Circum- 
ftances of them been more fully Explained, wou’d 
Vanifh. We ought theretore to make the fame 
equitable allowance for the fhortnefs of Sacied as 
well as we do for Profane Hiftory, and to think 
that what is wanting in the fulneis of any Story 
is abundantly made up by the Credit of the Hitto- 
rian. Tho’ this in general ought to be granted, 
we think nctwithftanding the Prefent Story of Lor’s 
Inceft to be Circunftantially cnouga related, and 
clear of the Difficulties with which the Querift 
Charges it. For as to the firft Objection, it is 
plain that Lot with his two Daughters retired out 
of Zoar into the Cave in the Mountain for Fear of 
being Corrupted wirh the Iniquity of that Place, 
and by whar is faid Chap. 19. Ver. 31/2. wherein 
the Firft-born Complains, thar there » not a Man 
in the Earti to come in unto us, it feems as if Lot 
had given them a ftriét Charge to have no farther 
Converfation with the reft of Mankind: Nor does 
it appear by the Sequel of the Story that he ever 
removed out of the Cave with them but there Fi- 
nifhed his Days: Thefe Things mignt give his 
Daughters unealy Apprehenfions, as if they were 
to Live there in Sclitude all their Days, and fo end 
their Race with their Lives; the preventing of which 
was by them no doubt looked upon as a Matter of 
Extream Necefiicy and fufficienc to juftity their 
Unnatural and Monftrous Atrempt. They were 
notwithftanding very fentible of the Odiouinefs of 
{uch a Fact, and that their Father cou’d never be 
brought to Comply with them while he was in his 
Senfes, and therefore they made him Drunk even 
to a Degree of Stupidity before they durft Practife 
upon bim. Why fhou’d it then be wondred that 
he was Infcnfible of what he did? And as to what 
the Querift Gbjcts, that they might have choten 
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Husbands out of Abraham's Family, it is very pro- 
habié that before the Commiutiion cf this Fact, 4- 
brabam with his Family had removed out ot that 
Counwry to Gerar, norwithitanding this his Re- 
moval is afterwards mefitioned. Or there might 
be other Reafons t6F this which are roo Obvious 
ro be Explained. 
©). Gentlemen, I have for many Years Livd in 
Town (tivo L have a Plentiful Eftate in the Country, 
and a Fair Seat upon it} on thy Confideration : That 
"a5 always cbferv-d, Perfons of the moft Polite Conver- 
fation and Brightef? Parts, in every Nation, flock to 
te Court or Metropol of each Kingdom, by Confe- 
ghence ‘tis there where a Man may moft p:obably Im- 
» ove himfelt, in ‘all the moft valuable Qualifications, 
and may b-ft Learn, how to acquire juch Condutt, 
as to acquaint himfelf with Honor, and leave behind 
him fuch a Reputable Character, ds may diftinguifh 
bu, from Common Dust, and give great Satufaction 
to bts Pofterity.

A, We mutt Confels it is a very Difficult thing 
for a Man ar this Jundcture, fo to behave himfelf, 
as that he may be fecure of making an Honorable 
Exit, with a General Applaufe; tho’ it may be 
poffible, at leaft fo to acquit himfelf, as that he 
may fecure his Memory from Derraction. The 
beft Methods we at Prefent conceive are, v7%. 
Look into Hiftory for Examples of Men, who have 
come off with the cleareit Characters, in the Opi- 
n'on of the beft Authors of thofe times, and in fuch 
times, where Circumftances of Affairs, come near- 
eft to thofe of the Prefent Times ; Conform your- 
felf to their Principles, as a Foundation ro Build 
upon, but be nor fo reftrain’d by them, as not to 
be ready to quit any of them, on Stronger Rea- 
{ons offer'd to you. When you find any one violentr- 
ly Opinionated in any Party, be upon your Guard, 
and Careful how you fuck in his Notions, for you 
may Conclude he is Guilty of fome Errors, for ’tis 
impoffible to be ftrongly Opinionated and be Wife, 
for a Wile Man is always diffident of himfelf. 
Their Heat is an Enemy to their Improvemenr, 
fince it will not give them leave to fet things ina 
right Light : they are {ure they are in the right and 
tis very difficult to convince fuch they are in the 
wrong; ‘us 2 Difficulty next to the Changing their 
Natures. When you happen to Converfe with 
{uch (as indeed moft Men now are tuch) firft en- 
deavor to reduce them to Coolneis, then offer no- 
thing as your Opinion, but asthe Dictates of Rea- 
fon ; when you find the leaft Glimpfe of Reafon 
againft you, be more ready to yeild, than to re- 
quire Submiffion on better Evidence on your own 
fide Diveft your /fe/f abfolutely of your /e/f, the 
better to induce him to do the like. Avoid (tho’ 
with all poffibie Civility ) as much as may be any 
Communication with thofe, who only tollow their 
Leaders by an Implicite Faith, for all Arguments 
are ioft on juch ; nor matters it much, what Judg- 
mem they pals upon you ; and you will nor find 


the more inform'd part of Mankitd, * how miigh 
foever addicted to a party, to be {6 Gifficult to fe 
brought to Reaion. Thefe Obfervations With 
a ftri€t regard in general to your Morals, wil] pur 
ygut Reputation beyond the reach of the mop 
Malicious Tongues 3 For Virtwe has that force jn 
its felf, befides the Affiftanee it may depend upon 
from Heav’n, that however it may feem Oppre('g 
for a while, it always Conquers and generally 
Triumphs in the end. And ‘tis generally to be ob. 
ferved that in all Party-Diipures, one rarely gains 
any great Afcendant, ‘till they can Mufter up Op, 
jections, againft the Morals of the other ; there. 
fore a Man rarely |dofes much Honor in any Cane 
till he Cherithes Traitors within, to affift the Ene. 
my without. Retire nor then on vain Apprchenfions 
of whar has.a bare poffiviliry in Nature, leaft yoy 
berray more of Pufillanimity, than Sound Judg. 
ment in your Choice,

HE Letters from Oftend, July the 14th. 
Advile, that on the 12th Inftant, the Con- 
federate Army Marched from Wimy that 
Morning in 4 Columns, and the Right advanced 
ro Villers Bruflain, betweeu the Scource of the 
Scarpe and the Little River Lave; That the Ma- 
re(chal de Villars made the fame Day (being the 
12th) another Motion and came nearer Arras, 
fending 8 Squadrons over the Scarpe to obferve the 
Motions of the Allies ; That ey sl of Savoy 
and Marlborough have their Quarters at Villers 
Bruflain; That the Marefchal de Villars having 
Reinfore’d his Army with the Garrifons of Conde, 
Valenciennes and other Places on thar Place, is 
come to Encamp in his New Lines near Arras, 
which is a Poft wherein he cannot be Atrackr; 
That Princes of Savoy and Marlborough have there- 
upon thought fir to Befiege Bethune, and the 
Trogps defign'’d for the fame are to March to Mor- 
row. They Confift of 25 Battalions Commanded 
by the Generals, Schuylemberg and Fagel, and 138 
uadrons Commanded by. Lieutenant General 
ood ; and that Strong Parties are fent into Bou- 
lonnois and Picardy to Force thofe Countries to 
Pay the Contributions Demanded of them. The 
Advices from the Hague, July the 15th, are that 
19 Eaft-India Ships homeward Bound are arrived 
in the Texel with 5 Englifh, viz. The Kent, 


cafter and Yarmouth fro Plymouth, having on 
Board, 7 Companies of Lieutenant General Ser. 
mour’s Regiment ; That on the ath came in thee 
my Lord Marquifs of Camarthen in the Royal 
Ann Galley with the Swallow's Prize, and two 
Swedes his Lercthip has brought in, Laden with 
Oyl, Cochinele, and feveral Chefts of Mr ney 
from Cadiz, upon Sufpicidn of their being French 
Effects, and Bound to France.
